AN EXCELLENT RECEIPT ror Consumprive Per- 
sons.— Thirty large fnails;a quarter ofa pound of arrow- 
root ; two ounces of hartfhern fhavings ; four figs, flit ; 
four {prigs of hyflop ; boilthem.in a quart of water till. it 
comes to a pint; then ftrain it off. The dofe is half a pit 
three times a day, with a tea-cup full ofnew milk, a little 














India-root, and one ounce of hartihorn fhavings. 

Ifhalfa pint is too large a dofe at a time, a quarter of 
a pint, or lefs, as the ftomach will bear it ; but, whatever

_ PRESERVATION OF WATER. 

THE Society for the Encouragement of Arts, Sc. at 
London, has awarded a gold medal to Gen. Bentaam for 
anew method of: preferving water perfe@ly {weet during 
long voyages. The experument was tried on board two 
flocps of war, the Arrow and Dart, and appears to have 
terminated in the moft fatisfactory manner. Inftead of the 
ordinary ftowage in cafks, fixteen tanks or cafes, adapted to 


the fhape of the hold, were placed in each veffel, and filled 


with about forty tons of water, by means of-which the wa- 


- ter occupied. much lefs room inthe fhips than it would have 
done if cafks had been made ufeof. ‘The tanks were made: 
' of wood, accurately lined with theets.of tinned copper, all 


the junctures of which were fecured by folder, fo that the 
water was no where in contrait with any thing but the fur- 
face of tin. By way of.comparifon, abit 30 tons of water 
was-ftowed on board each veffel, in cafks, as ufual. The 
water in all thetanks on board one ship, and that in thir-. 
teen of the tanks on board the other, was uniformly found 
to continue as pure as when it wes firft taken from the 
{pring : that which was contained in the other three tanks 
were more or lefs tainted, as that in the cafks was. After 
the water had remained on board a fufficient length of time. 
it was ufed out, and the tanks replenifhed from time to. 
time ; but, in fome of the tanks, the watet was allowed to 
continue three years and a half ; 25 gallons of which, being 
fent to the Society, was found to be ftill wholly unaltered.

~ BIOGRAPHY. 


A remarkable account of HENRY WELBY, Efq. 
ry fngular and extraordinary Charaéter, who lived 44 Year: 
the Life a Hermit in the City of London, 


THE noble and virtuous Henry Welby, Efg,was- 
a native of Lincolnfkire. and inherited a elear eftat2 
of 1ocol. a year. He was regularly bred atthe u- 
niverfity,ftudied for fome time in one of the inns 
of court, and in the courfe of his travels, fpent fe- 
veral years abroad. On his return, this very ac- 
eomplifhed gentleman fettled on his paternal e‘tate, 
lived with great hofpitality, matched to his liking, 
and had a beautiful and virtuous daughter, who 
was married, with his entire approbation, to a Sir 
Chriftopher Hillard, in Yorkfhire. He had now li- 
ved to the age of forty, refpeéted by the rich, pray- 
ed for by the poor, honoured and beloved by all ; 
when one day a younger brother, with whom he 
had fome difference in opinion, meeting him in the 
field, {napped apritol at him, which happily flafhed 
inthe pan. ‘Vhinking that this was done only to 
fright him, he cooly difarmed the ruffian, and ptt- 
ting the weapon carelefsly into his pocket,thought- 
fully returned home, ; but, on after-examination, 
the difcovery of bullets in the piftol had fuch an 
effect upon his mind, that he inftantly conceived an 
extraordinary refolution of retiring entirely fromthe 
world, in which he perfiited inflexibly to the end oi 
his life. He took avery fair houfe in the lower end 
of Grub-ftreet, near Criplegate, and contracting a 
numerous retinue into a fmall family, having the 
houfe prepared for his purpofe, he felefted three 
chambers for himfelf ; the one for his diet, the fe~ 
cond for his lodging, and the third for his ftudy. 
As they were one within another, whilehis diet w;/ 
fat on the table. by an 1 old maid, hg retired 70 lis 
loging room, and when his bed was making, into 
udy, ftill doing fo till all was clear. Out of 
tlle chambers, from the time of his firft entry into 
thm, he never iffued, till he was carried thence, for- 
tyfour yates after, on men’s fhoulders ; neither in 
at time, did his fon-in-law, daughter, or grand- 
child, brother, fitter, or kinfman, young or old, rich 
or, of what egies or condition foever, look 
hisface, fave the ancient maid, whofe name 
as hjabeth. She only made his fire, prepared 
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neceffity, and died. not above fix days, | 
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‘{xhibition of Mr. Topp’s Scholars, in the new 
| oufe of Mr. Samuel Tufts, the fummers gave way, 





hefore Him. Invall the time of his retirement, he 
never tafted  fith or flefh ; his chief food was. oat- 
meal gruel ; now and then,.in the fummer, he had 
a fallad of choice and.cool herbs ; and for dainties, 
when he would feaft himfelf npon a high day, he 
would eat the yolk of a hen’s egg, but no part of 
the white ; what bread he did eat, he cut out of the 
middle of the loaf, but the cruft he never tafted ; 
his conftant drink was four fhillings beer, and no 
other, for he never tafted wine, or ftrong water. 
Now aud then, when his ftomach ferved, he did eat 
{ome kiad of fuckets ;now and then red cows milk, 
which his maid Elizabeth, fetched him out of the 
fields, hot from the cow. Neverthelefs, he kept a 
bountiful table for his fervants, and fufficient enter- 
tainment for any ftranger or tenant, who had occa- 
fion of bufinefs at his houfe. Every book that 
was printed, was bought for him,.and conveyed 
to him, but fuch as related to controverfy, he al- 
ways laid afide, and never read. 

In Chriftmas holidays, Eafter,and other feftivals, 
he had great cheer provided, with all difhes in fea- 
‘on, ferved into his own chamber, with ftore of wine, 
which his maid brought in. Then, after thanks 
:o god, for his good benefits, he would pin a clean 
napkin before him, and putting on a pair of white 
Holland fleeves, which reached to his elbows, cut- 
ting up difh after difh, in order; he would fend one 
to one poor neighbour, the next to another, wheth- 
crit were brawn, beef, capon, goofe, &c. till he 
had left the table quite empty : when eiving thanks 
again, he laid by his linen, and caufed the cloth to 
be taken away ;and'this would he do, dinner and 
fupper, upon thefe days, without taiting one morfel 
of any thing whatfoever. When any clamoured 
:mpudently at his gate, they were not, therefore, im- 
mediately relieved ; but when, from his private 
shamber, which had a profpeét into the ftreet, he 
efpied any fick, weak, or lame, he would prefently 
fend after them, to comfort, cherifh, and ftrengthen 
them ; and nota trifle to ferve them for the prefent, | 
but fo much as would relieve them many days after. 
He would moreover enquire what neighbours were 
induftriousin their callings,and who hadgreat charge 
of children ; and with-all,if their labour and induftry 
could not fufficiently fupply their families, to fuch 
he would liberally fend, and relieve them according 
to their neceffities. He died at his houfe in Grub- 
ftreet, after an anchoretical confinment of forty-four 
years, Oteber 29, 1636, aged 84. At his death 
his hair and beard were fo overgrown, that he ap- 
peared rather like the hermit of the wildernefs,than 
ai inhabitant of one of the firft cities in the world.

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Astronomy.—On the 28thof, Augult, about 
nine in the evening, Citizen Mecuain, Member 
of the National Inftitute andvof the Board of Lon- 
gitude,difcovereda new Comet in the Conttellation 
of Serpentarius. It was a few-degrees below. the 
two neibulous fpots which are on the left fide of 
that figure, and near the equator. He afcertained 
its pofition, and found that it was. rapidly afcend- 
ing towards the north. The light of the ftar 
did not appear to receive any fenfible augmenta- 
tion. Its nucleus does not become more luminous, 


nor does the nebulofity which furrounds it ac- 


quire great extent. 

The following are the firft and laft obfervations 
which Citizen Mieen AIN communicated to the 
National Inftitute, on the 2d. Sept.—mean time 
gh.24’ 6”. right afcenfion 248° 18’, South declina- 
tion 6° 11’ 31”. From the prefent pofition of 
this Comet, it may be remarked that its diftance 
from the fun is neceflarily greater, than that of the 
Sun from the Earth. It afcends towards the North 
Pole, followed the left fide of Serpentarius on the 
oppofite fide of Hercules.x—Though vifible only 
with a Telefcope, it may be obferved fora pretty 
long period, if its light do not fuffer any dindnu- 
tion. 

Extraorpinary Pompkins.—At Walpole, in 
this flate, a fingle feed produced 24 fine Pumpkins, 
the weight of which was 270.—At Wrentham, one 
feed produced five, wt. 132. Rare things ! 

Lonceviry.—There is now living at Mor- 
peth, a couple of the name of Granam, whofe 
ages together make 194 years, the hufband being 
101, and the wifeg3. They have been married 
74. years, and both enjoy good health. ‘The man 
bugs round the country, and the woman works in 
a little garden that belongs.to the cottage.
